Sirard Denies Jap Charges 
That He Lured Woman Brass 
Scavenger to Death on Range 


By KAY TATEISHI 


Maebashi, Japan, (IP)—William S. Girard today denied Japanese 


charges that he lured a woman brass scavenger to her death on a 
U. S. firing range. 


Japanese prosecutors entered a new accusation that the Army 


specialist from Ottawa, 111., shot at "four other Japanese before an 
empty cartridge case fired from his grenade launcher killed Mrs. Naka 
Sakai Jan. 30. 


"The facts in the indictment are not correct," the 22-year-old GI 


told the three black-robed judges as his trial on a manslaughter charge 
opened in the Japanese District Court here. 


In a brief statement Girard told the court Mrs. Sakai's death "was 


an accident as far as I'm concerned and I'm sorry it happened." The 
prosecution charged that he threw- 
out empty shell casings to entice 
the scavengers 
onto the firing 


range, then shot at them. 


Moving that the indictment be 


dismissed, the soldier's chief Jap- 
anese attorney Itsuro Hayashi re- 
newed the claim that Girard was 
carrying out his official duty and 
therefore is not subject to Japa- 
nese jurisdiction. 


This argument originally had 


set off considerable congressional 
and press criticism in the United 
States of the Army's decision to 
let Japan try Girard. The U. S. 
Supreme Court finally upheld the 
Army action, ruling that a Japa- 
nese trial would not violate the 
soldier's constitutional rights. 


Presiding Judge Yuzo Kawachi 


said he would not rule on the jur- 
isdiction issue until all the evi- 
dence in the case is heard and 
"the final decision is given." This 
is expected to be in late October 
or November. Hayashi said this 
was agreeable to him. 


In accordance with the Japa- 


nese custom of extended recesses 
between sessions, the trial was ad- 
journed after today's hearing un- 
til Sept. 6. It will move then to 
the

A Warren group was first to ar- 


rive on the scene. Upon discovery 
of the accident, Mrs. Martha C?J- 
lenburg of 322 Union street and 
Margaret Cramer drove into Ti- 
tusville to summon help while two 
companions jacked up the car to 
take the weight off the victim's 
head. 


The accident occurred near War- 


ren County line on the Enterprise 
Road about a quarter-mile from 
East Titusville. The mishap began 
on a bad curve just past the first 
bridge on the Enterprise Road. 


Dr. C. M. Sonne, deputy county 


coroner, issued a verdict of acci- 
dental death. 


Dr. Sonne said the car, a 1951 


Ford two-door sedan, swerved into 
the left lane of the road as Cpl. 
McElhaney made the sharp turn. 
The left tire went onto the berm 
and the car skidded sideways and 
overturned. 
He apparently was 


thrown through the door, since the 
windshield was cracked but not 
broken out. 


After he was thrown from the 


car it landed on him. The right 
front tire lay across his neck, with 
the frame of the car resting on his 
head and chest. He \vas lying on 
the berm on the left, side of the 
highway, with the car headed 
south, toward East Titusville. 


Dr. Sonne attributed death to a 


fractured 
neck 
and 
suffocation 


from the weight of the car on his 
chest which prevented him from 
breathing. 


The corporal was pronounced 


dead on arrival at the Titusville 
Hospital by Dr. Sonne.

Tho meeting of the Rules Committee was forced by seven mem- 


bers because Chairman Smith had refused to call a session of the 
commit tor>. 


Under Hone rules, a majority of a committee con force a meet- 


ing when the chairman doos not call one. 


A proposed compromise bill was-j. 


worked out last week by Demo- 
cratic and Republican congres- 
sional lenders. It would give fed- 
eral judges limited powers to pun- 
ish 
for 
criminal contempt in 


voting rights cases tried with- 
out a jury. 


Once a meeting is held, the 


Rules Committee is expected to 
write the compromise into the bill 
before sending It to the House for 
action, probably tomorrow. 


Then the Senate will act. South- 


ern senators apparently have no 
intention of staging a filibuster, 
but plan to voice again their ob- 
jections to the legislation. 


It was not certain how much 


Lime these speeches will require, 
but the leadership goal la adjourn- 
ment of Congress by this week- 
end. 


In its final form the bill Is, ex- 


pected to contain: 


1. Provision for a bipartisan 


civil rights investigating commis- 
sion and for a special section of 
the Justice Department to handle 
civil rights matters. 


2. New powers for the attorney 


general to seek "U.S. court injunc- 
tions against violations or threat- 
ened violations of voting rights. 


3. A special provision—the heart 


of the final compromise—that a 
judge shall decide whether a per- 
son charged with criminal con- 
tempt for violating an injunction 
shall be tried by himself, or by 
a jury.

NO SYMPATHY PLEASE—Stuart Tidrick of RD Chandlers Valley 
is not looking for sympathy, but rather for a job where he can 
put his clerical knowledge to work. The 21-yeai-old youth sustained 
a severed spinal column in. an automobile accident four yeais ago 
and has made a long, uphill comeback since. Proof of his determin- 
ation is evident as he sits on the porch of his grandmother Wilcox's 
home: Stuart, now a. paraplegic, has wheeled himself the entire 
mile from his home to the Wilcox's an his chair. 


On September 17, 1953 theie 


was a squeal of tires, a a oaring 
crash—then, silence 


Stuart Tidrick- of Chandlei s Val- 


ley has not walked an unassisted 
step since. He probably never will. 


The 6-foot, 1-inch son of Mr and 


Mrs. Floyd Tidrick, Chandlers Val- 
ley, was behind the wheel of his 
own car that day back in 1953 
•when as a youth of 17 he headed 
for Sugar Grove on Route 69. 


Today, a mature 21, Stuart is 


seeking work—not as the healthy 
specimen ha could have been, but 
rather as a paraplegic—bound by 
infirmity to his wheelchair most of 
the time. 


But thanks to the little known 


Pennsylvania Boaid of Vocational 
Education, Bureau of Rehabilita- 


i tion, Stuart Tidrick in his attempt 
J to reenter society in a healthy 
way, is well trained in commercial 
bookkeeping, accounting, t y p ing, 


, general clencal woik. 


The flicker of life was first kept 


alive five weeks at a Jamestown 
Hospital where it v.as deteimmed 
Stuart had a severed spinal cord 
His first hospital Christmas was in 


Hamot, Eiie. Then mne months in 


i Elazabethtown, Pa , Crippled Cliild- 
| ren'B Hospital preceded a stretch in 
Sharon General Hospital where he 


' underwent 
preparation 
for

trance into Woodrow Wilson reha- 
bilitation Center in Fisherville, Va. 


Theie, under the state rehabih- 


tion program, Stuart spent two 
years learning crutch walking and 
cramming for the theureptic cleri- 
cal work he could continue on the 
outside. 
With, the lessons well 


learned, Stuart returned to the 
Chandlers Valley home of his par- 
ents in May. 


Since that time he has been 


wilting numeious letters, making 
many applications for jobs. Stuart 
says he can go up a stairway with 
use of a railing, but prefers to 
work in his wheel chair. 


The record of the handicapped 


speaks for itself. Stuart can be 
contacted at his family's horn* 
which, he shares with his parents 
arid brothers, Craig 7, Kirk 4. and 
sister Pamela 1.

New York — Tliis enormous Negro city — within-a-ciiy is now in 


the process of making up its collective mind on the following ques- 
tion: Which party, Republican or Democratic, deserves most credit or 
blame for its role in the civil rights fight ? 


This reporter, accompanied by tne experienced political analyst 


Louis Harris, has spent many footsore hours ringing doorbells here, 
trying to find out what Harlem thinks. It has been a fascinating ex- 
perience, the more so because the way Harlem, and the many smaller 
Harlems in the key Northern states make up their minds, may de- 
termine the political balance of power for years to come. 


All Harlem, like all Gaul, is divided into three parts. At the top, 


there is the small 
aristocracy 
of the 


prosperous and well-educated, who live 
in places like the comfortable, private 
Tiverton apartments. These people con- 
stitute an impressively articulate and 
knowledgeable community. At the bot- 
tom are the dwellers in Harlem's rat- 
infested, festering slum tenements. And 
in the middle are the occupants of the 
government-subsidized housing projects, 
like the modest but 
decent Lincoln 


apartments 


Stewart, tJosepli AIsop 
Harlem's way of making up its mind 


works on the Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance double-play principle — Tiver- 
ton-to-Lincoln-to-tenements. People like the occupants of the Tiverton 
are, by the large, the opinion-formers, and their political views seep 
down through the Harlem hierarchy. Harris and this reporter sampled 
opinions in all three groups, but the Tiverton group provided the most 
interesting interviewing. The people in the Tiverton are having a dif- 
ficult time making up their minds. 


When we asked them the question cited in the first paragraph, 


they would pause thoughtfully, and say "That's a very hard question 
to answer." The reason it is a nard question to answer was suggested 
by their answer to another question — In the last fifty years, who had 
done most for the Negro people? Almost without exception, the ans- 
wer was "Franklin D. R.oosevelt," and when they pronounced the be- 
loved name, their faces lit up. 


The people in the Tiverton, in short, are New Deal Democrats, 


and by a margin of at least four or five to one. It is thus very hard 
indeed for them to give credit to the Republicans, on the civil rights 
issue. Yet an increasing number of them aie doing .so. 


An increasing number, moreover, are giving credit specifically to i 


Vice President Richaid M. Nixon. The new popularity of Nixon among ' 
the Harlemites was, indeed, the phenomenon which most impressed 
both Harris and this reporter. And this is related to another phe- 
nomenon. 


Of all the people we talked to, in all our weary hours of door- 


bell pushing, there was exactly one who had the slightest interest in, 
or tinders tandmg of, the disputed jury trial amendment, about which 
so many millions of words have been written. This ignorance of the 
legislative details of the civil ngiiis battle was as true in the Tiver- 
ton as in the tenements. 


Thus Minority Leader William Kn owl and got virtually no credit 


at all for his stubboin .fight for a stiong civil rights bill. By the same 
token, Sen. Jack Kennedy got no blame for his vote for the jury trial 
amendment — no one was aware of it. And yet, somehow, the image of 
Nixon as a staunch fighter for civil lights has emerged very clearly. 


There is not much mystery about that "somehow/1 either. People 


remembered the pictiues of Nixon v.ith the Reverend Martin Lutner 
King, leader of the Montgomery bus stnke, and with Kwame Nkiu- 
mah, Prime Minister of the newly independent state of 
Ghana. 
In 


terms of political salesmanship, those pictures were worth more to 
Nixon than reams of close-typed pages of brilliant and impassioned 
oratory in the Congressional Record. 


Civil rights is not the only issue whicti will determine how Har- 


lem makes up its mind. Especially in the tenements, there are many 
people who hardly bother their heads about civil rights, and who wax 
passionate instead about such matters as housing, rents, and above 
all, rising prices. If there is much more inflation, or even a mild de-

TV7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—Assuming that you know all about the 


** 
civil rights debate, that you comprehend the problems thai 


new U.S. Ambassador Maxwell Gluck faces in Ceylon and that you 
fathom Johnny Dio's "paper locals," you are now emotionally con' 
ditioned to mull over a proposed new tax on lead and zinc. 


But just in case the hot pennant race in the National League has 


diverted you from Washington's issues this summer, a look at this 
lead and zinc thing is still worth the effort. 


The proposed tax involves another boost to the inflation spiral. 


It has Canadians hopping mad at the Administration. Opponents 
of it say it can damage America's trade relations around the world 
and can hurt other U.S. firms trying to do business abroad. 


The aim of this proposed tax, which Congress is being urged to 


pass before adjournment, is to stabilize the price of lead at between 
16 and 17 cents per pound and the price o£ zinc at about IS1/^ cents 
per pound. 


THIS IS TO be achieved by a tax on imports of these metals 


when the domestic prices of them begin to- drop below certain 
points. It's a complicated formula but the effect is to protect U S," 
lead and zinc producers against the competition of foreign suppliers. 


Lead and zinc producers in the U.S. are having trouble now, and 


appear to be headed for more. They apparently need help and al-> 
most everyone is willing to give some to them. But the big ques- 
tion is whether this proposed tax is the proper way to render aid. 


Canada's feeling about the proposed tax is probably the most 


important immediate foreign relations aspect of it. But Canada's 
feeling is also typical of the way the rest of the countries doing 
business with the U.S. -will react. 


Canada sells the U.S. about BO million dollars' worth of these two 


metals per year. Imposition of the proposed tax would probably 
make a serious cut in this figure. And that's what makes Canada 
Curious^ 


LAST TEAR Canadians suffered a 1.3-billion-dolIar trade im- 


balance with the U.S. In other words they spent that much more 
i& the U.S. than U.S. citizens spent for Canadian goods and services. 


This "imbalance has resulted in serious- economic headaches to 


Canada, which will be aggravated by this zinc and lead tax. 
Naturally they resent any action by tns U.S. Congress which will 
make this problem worse. 


Mexico, Peru and Australia also sell lead and zinc to the U.S. 
An economist testifying against the measure before Congress 


Explained its inflationary impact: 


"Uses of these metals range from zinc die castings in automobiles', 


lead in batteries, in gasoline, m cable coverings^ in collapsible tubes] 
in plumbing equipment, to zinc galvanizing of steel, to zinc in brass 
and bronze, to lead in paint and in typography. Additional costs 
to ultimate consumers and the contribution to general inflation of 
;he proposal are practically incalculable." 


GEORGE L. BcIIr president of the Committee ior a National 


Trade Policy said this about the measure: 


"It will not only open up the floodgates to appeals from all in- 


dustries in a similar situation, but will in effect repudiate the long 
established and oft renewed trade agreements act and the basic 
trade policies contained therein which have been followed ior so 
arjany years." 


The proposal to help the lead and zinc people which has most 


acceptance is the one to give outright government aid to them 
Sometimes these direct aids from the U.S. Treasury turn out to be 
cheaoer in the losg run. 


Times punts this timely and in- 
teresting editorial:

Properly made, apple jelly is a j 
compliment to any table and a 
garnish to any meal. It has its own 
flavors, distinctive to each variety, 
and it has its colorful beauty, from 
light amber to warm red, depend- 
ing- on the apples. And it has ex- 
cellent keeping qualities, as the 
cooks say. The only tiling you can 
say against it is that it can oe 
made by anyone and that its qual- 
ity is limited only by the apple 
picker's energy. 


Anyway, apples are ripening and 


apple dainties are being made 
wherever there are apples. And 
boys and woodchucks and deer are 
delighted with the crop. So are 
some adults, those who like any- 
thing tasty no matter how plenti- 
ful it may be.

Yet those gams are unquestionably real today. Harlem, which has 


voted overwhelmingly Democratic for a quarter of a century, will not 
vote overwhelmingly Republican tomorrow. But the Republicans have 
for the first time a real chance to reduce the Democratic majority 
among Northern Negro voters close to the 50-50 mark. If they do, it 
will 
mean a. major shift in the whole national political balance of 


power. And as of today, the major beneficiary of such a shift will un- 
questionably be Richard M. Nixon.
